_ A Strong Indorsement. 

REV. H. S. BRADLEY, Trinity Metho- 
dist Churcn: 

“It is not so much the mission of the 
~hristian church to grasp the reins of 
government as to inculcate into the minds 
of men tne doctrine and teachings of 
The church accomplishes its ends 


“In my opinion it devolves upon the min- 
istry to lead men, by such mortal suasion, 
to stand for the welfare of the state. 
The church should not seek to control the 
machinery of the law, but to make of 
its members that kind of men who are 
the best citizens. 

“Mob law is a grave and serious men- 
ace to the morat and civi! liberty of anv 
people Mob rule’s tendency {> ultimate 
Obiiteration of all buman rights, even the 
right of free thought. Therefore, the pu!- 
pit should condemn it and “‘hristians 
should be brought to realize how antag- 
onistic it is to é€very precept of the Mas 
ter. 

“To see just where the dominion of the 
mob leads one needs oniy to read his- 
tory. The torture of ‘heretics’ in former 
times was a result of mob rule and the 
anarchy of today tends to a recurrence 
of those very same Inhuman eonditions. 
When men become accustomed to annihi- 
late whomsoever offends them—whether 
the offemier also violated the law or not 
—the causes fhich inckte them to such 
acts grow more and more frivoious with 
each ebullition of mob frenzy. 

“The mob that began by executing him 
who perpetrated some enormeus crime 
wiil. next time, if uncurbed, kill fellow- 
beings for a very slight offense and will 
end by siaying him whose opinions, even, 
displease the mob. The latter is the same 
fierce, unreasoning spirit precipitating the 
tortures of ‘heretics’ in the pasx. 

“This is the danger lurking in the riot 
and carnage of mobs and an incident il- 
lustrative of hcw far we have already 
gone in that direction occurred just the 
other day ir Atlanta. It was the arrest 
and sentencing of bitts, tre socialist, 

“This man was arrested on the charge 
of speaking on the streets without a per- 
mit, put he was tried and convicted on 
anotber charge alicgether—thast of being 
a uangerous character. A policemay, for- 
sooth, declared in court that Fitts’ re- 
marks were incendiary and “Fitts was, 
theretore, fined for speaking in this man- 
ner, though the charge against him was 
speaking at all without a permit. The 
arrest and punishment of Fitts was in- 
spired* by the mob spirit of the public. 
The machinery of the law was used to 
oppress a man because ‘the mob’ would 
not tolerate the utterances of one who 
differed in opinion from it. 

‘‘However, I deplore the fact that lynch- 
ing has spread to northern states. 1 see 
no justification for the deed in the fact 
that fermer critics have adopted the same 
practices—or rather that communities 
which before condemned the south be- 
cause 6f lynchings now have lynchings 
in their :nidst. 

“This simply gives the lawless element 
in the svuth a shade mere of pluusible 
excuse for its rioting. The mobs of the 
south say, ‘See, the north that criticised 
before is as red-handed now as we,’ and 
in so saying claim justification for them- 
selves. 

“But I belleve that Christianity is 
strong enough to turn away the minds of 
men from such baneful thoughts. I be- 
lieve itis potent enough to stay the hand 
of the mob assassin. I believe it is 
mightier than the savagery inherent in 
the human breast. And I would be glad 
to unite with the cther ministers of At- 
lanta to bring these things home to the 
church-golng people in every denomina- 
ion, to the end that the great moral in- 
fluence of Christianity may core to the 
rescue of a people threatered by mob 
domination, though the domination may 
be yet in its inc.piency. ’ 

Attitude of the Church. 

REV. C. W. BYRD, First Methodist 
church: 

‘‘l am asked to express my views on the 
attitude of the ministry and the church 
to the subject of mob violence. I do not 
hesitate to say that in my opinion fhere 
never has been a crime committed in a 
land of courts “and well-estaplished 
processes of law for the punishment of 
crime that could justify a community in 
resorting to mob violence, and I do not 
pelieve that there has ever been one sin- 
gie lynching conducted by sober, respon- 
sible citizens. 

“T witnessed the breaking of a jail on 
one occasion by a mob, who sequred and 


lynched ‘a negro that was held for. a capl-.

the same degree of satisfaction. Dis- 
cussion of that section of the address de- 
velops the fact that lynching is not only 
sustained by people of the south,

As we have too often had occa- 
sion to know, much to our sorrow, this 
idea does not always prevali and in many 
instances that very tardiness has caused 
the miscarriage of justice. 
beer. advocated by al! well-informed men. 
It is in accord with holy scriptures in 
its teachings by the example of the cities 
of refuge—speedy tria] with quick acquit- 
tai or quick execution, ag the case may 
be. There is no ground whatever in the 
BiSlical incident, however, for the lynch 
law. 

“Now, what I conceive might be a still 
better remedy, might put a stop to many 
lynchings, would bea special enactment 
granting the victim of the outlaw the 
right to maxe an affidavit instead of be- 
ing compelled. to appear personally in 
court. It may be said safely that more 
than ore lynching has been accomplished 
more for the purpose of preventing women 
from being forced into a court house at 
the final trial of the assailant than for 
the purpose. of securing revenge. So far 
I have never seen or heard of this plan, 
and while. I cannot say that it woulda 
work satisfactorily I think there could be 
no harm in the effort. This very appear- 
ani of the woman in the court uvuse 
at that trial is repuisive, There she must 
sit, the center of all eyes, the object of 
the curious and the subject of remarks. 
Her every word and ber every action is 
watched caretully and closely. There he- 
fore a mo mid crowd e2%.e Its trad? to tell 
a story of the shame which has been 
forced upon her, made utter words prob- 
ably in’ describing the crime she would 
never whisper to herself. That picture is 
enough to make al! near and dear to that 
woman willing to take a hand in a 
lynching simply to prevent the possi- 
bility of that scene. To one who knows 
the temperament of the southern people 
such legislation would need no argument. 
A southern man with his reverence for 
womanhood had rather aid in lynching a 
kuman brute, the rapist, than to suffer 
the already humiliated woman to appear 
in court under the gaze of the public 
eye, though only = indignation and. piitv 
were expressed in every face, Southern 
chivalry casts a veil of sympathy and 
compassion and seclusion over the fate of 
the injured and wil] not suffer her to be 
dragged into cuurt.”

Hanna Strikes at Liberty. 

“The jast injunction issued against 
Cleveland strikes at the very liberties 
of the people, Senator Hanna, through 
the attorney general, secured an injunc- 
tion from the supreme court restraining 
the people of Cleveland from expressing 
their opinion as to whether they would 
operate their own electric light plant or 
allow it to be operated for private profit, 
The injunctton prevented the election. 

“The municipal code which foisted on 
all the municipalities of the state Boss 
Cox’s board plan of government, by some 
slip, had left in it a provision ailowing 
cities to have their own electric light 
plant if they desired it. It was certain- 
ly an oversight.

‘he stale Jaws are such now that it is 
impossible to build a municipa] light piant 
if you are skilfull enough to dodge the 
ingunction, 

“Senator Hanna is standing for vindi- 
cation.

its would shew when monopoly prices are 
being charged, the people could be de- 
pended upon to apply the remedy.”’

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NECRO BATTERED 
‘BY CHICAGO MOB 


Dy Desperate Effort the Police 
— Prevented Lynching 


Officers, Under a Fire of Bricks and 
Stones, Rescued the Black 
Murderer from a Mob 
That Was Bent on 
Lynching. 


Chicago, September 9.—Under a fire of 
bricks and stones, policemen last nigh’ 
rescued a negro murderer from a mob 
of would-be lynchers. 

Ten minutes before, John Brinkley. a 
colored watchman, had shot and killed 
Charies McCarthy, a plasterer. Then, 
breaking into the doorway of own 
Guarters, he held a crowd of 200 men and 
boys at bay until unarmed by Policeman 
Mooney. 

Mooney opened the door took his 
prisoner into the office tile fac- 
tory, in which Brinklev was employed, to 
await the patrol wagon. But as he did 
so the crowd surged forward once more, 
with cries of “‘Lynch him! Lynch him! 
Get a rope!” 

The policeman tried in vain to close the 
door en the crowd and keep it closed, 
buf, even with the assistance of the now 
tergitied murderer, it was useless. While 
Mooney was thus struggling. Brinkley 
turned and itled from the office by the 
rear dow. , 

The mob saw the escape, and, 
by Mooney. streamed doywn an alley tn 
pursuit. The nero ran several blocks 
before he was finally overtaken. A team- 
ster began lashing the negro across the 
face with his whip, the victim being 
held Dy a dezen men and boys. 

While the mob was trying to drag the 
murderer away, g patrol wagon arrived 
with. three policemen. who, together 
with Mooney. fought their way through 
the struggling mags of men, while bricks 
and stones rained on them from every 
side. 

At the 3rinkley fainted 
from terror, and when he revived he beg- 
ged to be put in a cell where no mo 
could get at him. The killing grew out 
of a quarrel, in which McCarthy 
accused Brinkley stealing chickens 
from his premises.

That mob was made up 
of the Irresponsible, drunken, disorderly 
men of the city and country. There was 
not one single decent, orderly, respectable 
citizen in that mob. I think a careful in- 
vestigation would revea] the fact that 
such is the character of the men who 
do the lynching of our country, both 
north and south. 

“If negroes ought to be lynched for 
the violation of law the church and the 
ministry ought to take a leading part in 
the proceedings, at least in the propaga- 
tion of the doctrines and ethical stand- 
ards which lead to it. It ought not to be 
left to the thugs, hoodlums an« irre- 
sponsible youths who make a holiday frol- 
ic of it. 

“The church and the ministry ought to 
stand up in united opposition to it, be- 
cause it increases crime, it blurts the 
moral sensibilities of the community, and 
if there is any truth in statistics ‘t mul- 
tiplles the cases of the nameless crime 
for which it is most frequently inflicted. 
and for which many good people either 
justify it or condone it.”

The stand- 
is lowered, . Those finer sensibili- 
ties, so essential in making moral judg- 
ments, are deadened and the power of 
measuring rightly the value of actions is 
crippled. 

“The courts of the land are the safe- 
of property, security and life. 
in disregarding them under- 
mines the props of the state. Good men 
need no Jaws, break no laws... The laws 
protect them. It is the man of evil inten- 
tion who finds them a btrden and a 
To lessen the idea of the 
certainty and impartiality of the law in 
the minds of those whose inclinations 
run towards violence is reprehensible, 
if not criminal. The example set by a 
community in upholding the hands of tie 
law and seeing to its enforcement will do 
more to deter the vicious than have all 
the mobs since the day of mob-birth. The 
law must be stood by, even at the tax 
on patience, The slowness of court pro- 
cedure is preferable to tbe quickness of 
mob action. The delay of the courts is 
not responsible for Iynching. The vic- 
tims are generally taken before their case 
is brought to trial, 

“What should he the position of the 
ministry, of the churches in the mat- 
ter? The pulpits—and I include that pul- 
pit that has the greatest following and 
reaches the multitudes not reached by 
the churches, the press—should stress the 
evils that rise from such violations of 
the law. Let them thunder forth with all 
power against the dangers of taking the 
law into one’s own hands. It is a moral 
question, and, as such igs the legitimate 
property of those who seek to better 
conditions among men. Against the 
crime and the crime that calls forth 
the crime should the fight be waged until 
public sentiment—that ruler of rulers and 
of people—will make the name of the 
community that tolerates violence and 
permits the offenders to go unpunished 
a@ term of disgrace and disgust. This may 
sound Utopian, but moraljty can not be 
legisiated. Men must be educated up 
to ideals in order to make them their 
own. Let those who teach, therefore, 
make for good citizenship, and be fore- 
most in the campaign for law and or- 
der; and all whgse inflyence goes to- 
wards the forming of opinions and right 
ideas and ideals be cargful in their ut- 
terances, lest an unguarded word _ ba- 
come so much fuel on the fire of pop- 
ular violence. It is well in dealing witn 
subjects such as this to rememher the 
words of ancient Rome: 

‘Bee to it that the republic suffers no 


harm!’ ”’

“Lynching. therefore, is a crime I un- 
speakably abhor. My heart gets hot with 
righteous wrath whenever I think of it. 
Men who commit it become dehumanized 
and actually diabolized. Any state or na- 
tion that tolerates it is doomed. 

“Return to respect for authority is the 
reform needed. Irreverence or disrespect 
for authority is the fruitful vice of the 
present day Americans. Indifference to 
the Ruler of the Universe is the fountain 
head of all our woes. With God no longer 
conceived of by many as a present om- 
nipotent, omniscient and ommipresent 
King, it is not singular that we should 
find men audacious enough to usurp the 
Almighty’s functions and take life at will. 
God says: ‘Thou shalt not kill.” Whoever 
believes in God, at least when acting 
normally, will not take life except on con- 
@itions which God approves. Lynching is 
Godless, and Godly men are everywhere 
against it. The time has come for them 
to express themselves. 

‘Decay of respect for God's authority 
is followed by contempt for parental au- 
thority. The rising generation of Amer- 
icans rebels against domestic government. 
Fatherhood and motherhood are offices 
under God specially charged with the 
duty of teaching obedience to law. They 
are failing to discharge that duty, Law- 
less children as a result develop into 
lawless citizens. 

“Church authority is despised by many 
who profess allegiance to it. A promise 
made to the church is lightly regarded 
as a matter of trifling moment. Thou- 
sands of Christians seem to think the 
church as a government with power tv 
enforce discipline and carry out its iaw 
is fabrication of priestcraft to be de- 
rided.

One day 
we are publicly resenting the imputa- 
lion that there is a lynching .spirit 
among us, and the next we are confess- 
ing the fact and exculpating ourselves 
on the ground of. necessity, and we 
rather rejoice when we hear of iynch- 
ings in other sections of the country. 
The sin of this situation, I fear, is thai 
at the bottom we know that lynching is 
Wrong and that in a country of law 
and religion deserves to be regarded as 
barbarism and anarchy, and knowing 
this defend it as a necessary evil. 

“When a man gets his mind to con- 
sent that there is such a thing as neces- 
sary moral evil his moral character is 
broken down at a vital] point. Over that 
gap a procession of immoralities are 
likely to find easy way. And it is so 
with a people and it is so in the matter 
of lynching. Law is an institution of 
civilization. If a people condone and 
excuse eontempt for it in a single point 
its moral power as an institution suffers 
throughout and anarchy becomes logical. 
The proof of that proposition is fur- 
nished by Bishop Candler’s§ statement 
that the year’s record in this country 
showed 128 lynchings and of this number 
only sixteen were for the crime of rape— 
that is to say, there were 112 public 
murders that got in through the gap 
made by public justification of lynching 
for rape. It should appear to every sen- 
sible and thoughtful man that since it 
is admitted that lynching for rape has 
not protected our women, and as some 
say has rather increased their exposure 
by appeal to racial passion, that we are 
in a horrible business when we justify 
lynch law for anything. 

“There is but one safe course for us.

Committee on Appropriations 
Makes Favorable Report 


Amount Appropriated for State Ex- 
hibit at St. Louis Is $15,000. 
Fouse «asses the Vagrancy 
Bill—Senate Has Very

Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A bi.. was reported favorably by 
the appropriations committee to appro- 
priate $15,000 for an Alabama exhibif at 
the St. Louis exposition. 

In the senate this morning Mr. Sprag- 
Sin, of Madison, gave notice that he 
would make a motion to reconsider the 
bill passed cn yesterday by a unanimous 
vote giving the grand lodge of Knights 
of Pythias additiona] corporate powers, on 
the ground that the bill was unc. stitu- 
tional, The constitution provides tha: 
powers of corporations can be increased 
only by general laws. The mation was 
made a special order for Monday next 
tO give the friends of the measure an 
vpportunity to be heard in its behalf. 

Senator Rogers’ bill to extend the terms 
of office of tax collectors, tax assessors, 
county superintendents of education and 
county treasurers, when called up for 
consideration, created a lively debate. The 
bill extends the office of the officers nam-

ed about two and a half years. Much 
Opposition developed. Mr. Jones, of Wil- 
cox, said he was opposed to legislating 
men in office. He thought the people 
should be left to select their own officers, 
especially when their officers held elective 
Offices.

A bill was introduced in the senate today

The following bills were passed: 

To amend Section 5842 of the code: re- 
Jates to physicians giving notice of death 
to proper authorities within five days af- 
ter death. 

To amend section 6341 of the code; re- 
lates to reporting childbirth, 

To amend section 6338 of the code. 

The house passed the vagrancy bill thie 
afternoon. This bill is practically the 
Same as is in operation in Georgia. 

The house also passed a Dill to ex- 
empt cotton factories from taxation from 
February, 1902, for ten years. 

The senate passed a bill to make it 
a crime to attempt to bribe a legislator, 
punishable by from two ‘to six years; 
also a bill to punish the legislator for 
accepting a bribe. This punishment is 
from two to five years with a fine of $600. 

The committee tonight agreed to a fa- 
vorable report on the Goldsby stock law 
bill, which was amended so as to pro- 
vide that the law repeals no existing 
stock laws in the different counties, but 
allows all the counties to come under 
the provision if they elect to do so by 
the vote of all the people. 


COAL BARONS ARE JUBILANT. 


They Consider the Decision of Um- 
pire Wright Important. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 9.—Coal 
operators of the Wyoming region look 
upon the decision of Umpire Wright giv- 
ing them the right to discharge employees, 
as a very important one. The officials of 
the United Mine Workers claim that the 
privilege given to the employees is apt to 
be abused by mine foremen, who. acting 
upon instructions from headquarters, can 
make it very unpleasant for the men who 
were active in the last strike. 

The superintendent of one of the large 
coal companies says the decision. is far- 
reaching, and will either bring perma- 
nent peace in the anthracite region of 
open war on the part of the union miners. 
He points out that 90 per cent of the petty 
strikes that have taken place since the 
strike commission made its award were 
caused by the discharge of some employe 
for cause.

Except that the consuls in Salonica are 
again asking for the protection war- 
ships there is little direct news this morn- 
ing from. the seat of the Macedonian 
troubles, but there is a plentiful crop of 
startling statements impossible eitner to 
confirm or to deny. 

Among the latter is the assertion, made 
in a Sofia dispatch to The Secolo of Mi- 
lan, to the effect that it has been decided 
to mobilize the Bulgarian army.

According to a Sofia dispatch to The 
Daily Express the Sritish agent there 
has already advised Bulgaria that Great

Little credence is attached to the story 
published in The Vienna Die Zeit that 
Turkish troops have been ordered to cross 
the Bulgarian frontier. Count Goluchow- 
ski, the Austrian chancellor, had a long 
conference with Emperor Francis Joseph 
at Budapest yesterday and common dip- 
lomatie action by the powers against 
Bulgaria is again said to be In prepara- 
tion. 

The Italian fleet is held in readiness at 
Sicily so that it could reach Turkish wa- 
ters within forty-eight hours, but Italy 
will not take any action except in ac- 
cord with the powers, 

Bulgaria Opposes War. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent at 
Varnar reiterates the determination on 
the part of the Bulgarian government to 
hinder every manifestation likely to lead 
war. He adds that Prince Ferdinand 
is in daily receipt of menacing letters, 
and as a result the palace is strongly 
guarded.

At Philippopolis the Macedonian com- 
mittee js actively organizing new revolu 
tionary bands, of which one hundred and 
seventy have been formed in eastern Rouw- 
melia and Macedonia, since Boris Sara- 
foff assunsed the direction of the Adrian- 
ople committee.

Great Britain, whose missionary

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SHERIFF PLACED 
UNDER ARREST 


Coroner Holds Him Under 
the Charge of Murdering 
Negro. 


Columbia, 8. C., September 9.—(Special.) 
On Saturday night last, in the county of 
Saluda, at the county seat, those wno ran 
out of their places of business upon hear- 
ing several pistol shots found the body 
of Bob Church, a negro, lying in the 
Sireet near the corner of Main and 
Church streets. There was a bullet hole 
through his head, and in a few moments 
the negro had breathed his last. ‘There 
Was no one in sight. 

A great sensation was created on Mon- 
dav evening when the coroner's jury, 
which had been in secret session since the 
accurrence, adjourned and the coroner, 
Without intimating to any one the nature 
ot the verdict, walked across the street 
and going into a store laid his hand upon 
the arm of W. Lee Rhoden, the sheriff 
of Saluda county, and informed him that 
he was under arrest upon the chafge of 
murder. ‘The coroner took hiin to the 
sheriff's effice and he is still in the cus- 
tody of that official. 

Having arrested the sheriff, the coroner 
let it be known that he also wanted Matt 
W. Berry, a young man who resided 
about eight miles from town. Berry had 
becn in town the dav of the crime and 
had left the morning after. Heuring that 
he was wanted, he came to the county 
and surrendered himself. [It now 
transpires that the coroner’s jury render- 
ed a verdict charging the sheriff and Ber- 
ry With the crime upon the testimony of 
Iiope Coleman and John Jeter, negroes, 
who swore that the fatal shot was fired 
by, Berry or Rhoden, they could not teil 
which. Coleman also swore that he heard 
Berry tell Rhoden a few minutes before 
the shooting that he intended to kill a 
man and Rhoden promised to help nim. 
None of the white men who were near 
the scene of the crime could tell who fired 
fatal shot.

Hy Counties Using Felony Con- 
licts On the Roads, 


Felony and Misdemeanor Convicts 
Cannot Be Quartered Together. 
But They May Be Worked 
Together on the Roads. 
Important Opinion. 


An cpinion was rendered yesterday by 
Attorney General John C. Hart, 
will have an important bearing on the 
administration of the new convict law, 
particularly in so far as it is applicable 
to the working of short term -felony 
convicts on the public -roads in such 


counties as apply for them. 

The most important feature of the 
Opinion given by the attorney general is 
to the effect that the felopy convicts 
worked by the coynties, while they may 
be worked along with the misdemeanor 
convicts, must be kept in separate quar- 
ters during the hours of rest and con- 


versation. 

To those counties which will receive 
only a small number of convicts under 
the new law. say from ten tg twenty, 
this involves an expense which may make 
it impracticable for them to comply with 
the terms of the law. It is required that 
they build a separate structure, surround- 
ed by a separate stockade for the use 
of the felony convicts, it being the pol- 
icy of the law, as Judge Hart states, 
to keep the misdemeanor and felony con- 
victs apart. It is likely that this feature 
will prevent some of the smaller coun- 
ties which have expressed a desire to 
take advantage of the new law from 
taking the convicts, though, of course, 
they are yet to be heard from on the 
subject. 

Under Judge Hart's opinion, it 1s 2een 
that the appointment of. all guards and 
physicians for 
by the counties must be made by 
prison commission. Since most of the 
counties will have to use the same 
guards and physicians, in a large meas- 
ure, it will be seen that this practically 
puts the misdemeanor convicis in the 
counties that work felony convicts un- 
der entire control of the prison commis- 
The commissicn fixes the salary and

An interesting feature of this opinion 
ia to the effect that a county may take 
only a part of its share of the felony 
convicts, and may receive the balance in

Text of the Opinion. 

Following is Judge Hart's opinion in 
full, in reply to certain queries from the 
prison commission: ; 

Hon. Joseph S, Turner, Chairman Pris- 
on Commission, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
I beg to acknowledge your communica- 
tion of the 8th instant and note the in- 
quiries therein submitted. I will under- 
take to answer the questions seriatim. 
You begin by saying ‘the prison commis- 
sion desires. your construction of the act 
of December 27, 189%, creating the prison 
commission. ete., in connection with the 
act amendatory thereof, approved August 
17. 1%. on the following points: 

“ey Who appoints the officers and physi- 
cians who may be necessary to work the 
felony convicts taken from the several 
counties and worked upon the public roads 
thereof?’ 

I reply to that question as follows: 
The prison commission. The act in ques- 
tion is in no sense a relinquishment by 
the state of the exercise of exclusive 
control over its felony convicts. 

Who fixes the salaries of such offi- 
cers and physicians and pays the same?’ 

The salaries of such officers and physi- 
cians are fixed by the prison commission, 
but since the county working the convicts 
is to pay for such services, due regard 
should be paid by the prison commission

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BANKS RETIRE CIRCULATION. 


Present Movement Accounted for by 
High Price of Bonds. 
Washington, September 9.—Applications 
from national banks for the retirement 
of circulation are reaching the treasury 
department in unexpected numbers and 
amounts. For the seven business days 
of the present month the applicationg ag- 
gregate $2,762,500. Under the law only 
$3,000,000 can be retired in any month and 
the applications are granted in the order 
in which they are received. For several] 
months past the retirements of circula- 
tion have been only nominal and during 
the refunding period the circulation in- 
creased by about $40,000,000. The pres- 
ent movement is accounted for at the 
treasury department by the high price 
of bonds, the banks evidently seeing a 
greater profit in selling their bonds than

Edgar A, Binford Killed Him- 
self in Grant Park 


Left Notes Showing He Believed His 
Life Was a Failure and Death 
Was Preferable to an Earth- 
ly Existence — Had 
Wealthy Father. 


Relieving his life had been a faliure, 
the pathway he had trod strewn with 
the wrecks of.misspent hours, the road 
him black with the shadows of 
Edgar A. Binford, aged 27, 
in

found death with a suicide's bullet 
Grant park some time yesterday morn- 
ing between 3 o'clock and daylight. Hts 
dead body was found in the park yes- 
terday morning at 6:30 o'clock. 

It was a tragedy in which despair had 
seized hold of a young life and dark and 
gloomy though the portals of the grave 
may have appeared, the leap into etern!- 
ty was preferable to his own miserable 
earthly existence, 

Fate led the young man to choose a spot 
where twice before the hand of the sul- 
cide had ended an embittered life, With- 
in a few yards of the place where Bin- 
ford was found two young men Killed 
themselves within the past five Or #ix 
years. 

Binford used a pistol and sent a ball 
crashing into his brain. From the posi- 
tion in which his body was found it 1s 
believed he was in a sitting posture when 
he fired the fatal] shot. He was seen in 
the park early in the evening, walking 
about quietly as if out for a moonlight 
stroll. Late in the night he must have 
gone to the knoll where the deer Pen 
formerly stood, and, sitting down on the 
grass, gave himself up to his gloomy 
and hitter thoughts. Alone under the 
shadows of the trees he sat there many 
hours, until the final resolution came to 
it all in the grave. 

Son of Wealthy Broker. 

Binford came to Atlanta from Chicago 
about eighteen months ago to accept 
the position of collector for the Deer- 
ing division of the International Harvest- 
ing Company, and his office was in room 
4 Austell building. He boarded at 72 
Walton street. His_father, J. H. Binford, 
is a prominent broker and capitalist of 
Greenfield, Ind. 

The cause of the suicide can only be 
divined from notes which the young man 
wrote and which were found in his pock- 
ets by the coroner. On the envelopes 
containing loving letters he had received 
from home. he scribbled eight paragraphs, 
which were as follows:

The Church and the Baw. 

Bishop Candler’s ringing appeal for 
the law, published in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution, may properly be taken as 
pointing out the highest duty of the 
church. It is high time that a praé- 
tical, persistent and powerful crusade 
against the lynching evil should be in- 
augurated, both at the north and at 


|} the south, and there is no other factor 


whick coulé contribute so materially 
to the success of such crusade as the 
power of the puipit. 

The terrible mistake of giving the 
mob rein in any instance; the inevita- 
bility that if given license in one case 
or in one direction, the mob will de- 
mand a wider field and a greater lati- 
tude: the fact thac but one lynching in 
four that have occurred in recent 
years has had any connectton with the 
awful crime of rape—all these things 
are so clearly pointed out by Bishop 
Candler that there can be no misunder- 
Standing. The danger of letting the 
bars down to the lynchers even in the 
slightest degree must be realized by 
all thinking people. The issue fs 
clearly Grawn. In-its last analysis it 
is between iaw on one side and law- 
lessness on the other, between an- 
arcny and civiiization. 

Surely the time has come for a cru- 
sade against the lynching evil—a cru- 
sade in behalf of the law—in which 
every law-loving and law-abiding citi- 
zen can join. The way has been 
blazed by Bishop Candler in his mag- 
nificent appeal for the right. His ex- 
ample shouid be followed by other 
ministers of God everywhere. 

By united, concerted effort the 
church can reestablish respect for the 
law, even should all other agencies 
fail. No higher duty devolves upon 
the minister of God than to teach re- 
spect for the law, for tbat ig the cor- 
nerstone of Christian civilization. The 
humbler workers whose fields lie in 
the sparsely settled sections of the 
country may seem to have the greater 
duty to perform, but city ministers will 
find in their flocks apologists for 
iynching, and wherever there ere such, 


| missionary work must be done. 


This lyncaing blot, which has been 
but surely spreadit.g over the 
land, can be wiped out only by hard 
work; but hearty cooperation between 
the pulpit and a press speaking for all 
right thinking peeple will accomplish 
the results so essential to the peace 
and prosperity of ihe land—to the 
preservaiion or American civilization.

President Roosevelt has, through his 
postmaster general, removed from the 
Greenwood, Del., postoffice Miss Hul- 
dah B. Todd, on the specious plea that 
she is “obnoxious” to the mouthpiece 
of “Gas” Addicks, Senator Allee. Miss 
Todd had served five years as postmis- 
tress at Greenwood and had given the 
fullest satisfaction to the patrons of 
the office. ‘She was in no sense obnox- 
ious to them. She was first appointed 
to a four-year term by President Mc- 
Kinley, and after serving that was re- 
appointed by President Roosevelt. She 
had served one year under her reap- 
pointment when her official head was 
chopped off to meet the political de 
mands of Aldicks and his crowd.

MORE TALKS ABOUT COTTON — 
AND THE SUPPLY OF LABOR 


Editor Constitution: 
I feel in everything pertaining to agri- 
culture must be my excuse for again 
writing on a subject which comes home 
to every agriculturist in Gorgia and the 
other southern states. Since the (to me) 
unexpected prominence you gave my last 
communication, and in view of some 
of the subsequent comment upon the 
suggestions therein. contained, I have 
thought you might find space for a few 
more words from me. I have no pride 
of authorship, however, and shall not be 
at all hurt if you should determine that 
this is not available ‘for publication. Il 
know that the strain upon the columns 
of a paper like The Constitution is very 
great and that it is often impossible to 
make room for the effusions of outsiders 
like myself. 

The publication of 
cation has brought a large 
letters which have reached me 
the courtesy of your editor. Some 
these have contained sentiments of ap- 
proval of my suggestions, while others 
have, naturally, taken issue with me. 
There are. at least two sides to every 
question, and I would have been gur- 
prised indeed if my suggestion as to the 
importation of Chinese labor had not 
brought out some adverse comment. That 
some men who have given close study 
to the subject agree with me is, how- 
ever, evidenced by the following letter 
from an eminent Georgian, which I take 
the liberty of making a part of this 
communication: 

Dear Sir: I have just read, with much 
pleasure, your letter in The Aflanta Con- 
stitution of the Ist instant, and heartily 
inGorse every word that you say in re- 
ward to the necessity of Chinese labor 
as the only salvation for the agricultu- 
ral interest of the gouth. I have for a 
long while entertained exactly your 
views and have often so expressed my- 
self—though never in print. I think the 
time has now arrived when a_ united 
effort should be made by every one, in 
the south particularly, where we are 
entirely dependent on negro labor, to get 
congress to admit the Chinese. I should 
like to meet you some time when you 
visit Atlanta and discuss the matter 
with you. I hope you will pardon the 
liberty I have taken in writing you, but 
my interest in the subject prompts me to 
do so.

Perhaps we might not be 
getting 12 cents for our cotton if the 
productiveness of Georgia soil were test- 
ed to the Mmit, but increase of froduc- 
tion would net very greatly affeet the 
price in view of the constantly increasing 
demand. In any event, with proper labor 
the cost of producing the staple would be 
So cut that the result would be much 
more substantial net profits, 

What hurts me is the 
am experiencing from my own lands. I 
am not bothering much about the 
status of Georgia in relation to the cotton 
industry forty or one hundred years in 
the future, as I am about my own in- 
ability to get results right now. I have 
the land and I have sufficient means to 
make every square foot of it productive, 
but I cannot get the ‘abor. 

As I have previously said, I could have 
made 1,000 bales of cotton this year in- 
stead of the 30 bales I expect to get, 
if I had been able to secure the right 
sort of labor. By this I mean not qual- 
ity alone, but quantity. 

I believe J have my properties operating 
on a strictly business basis. 1 do not 
give my farms over entirely to cottan, for 
I raise my supplies and | diversify my 
crop according to the capabilities of the 
land. But I have a lot of land which is 
bringing me in nothing vrecause I cannot 
get all the labor I need. Cotton is the 
great money crop of this state, and I 
naturally feel that I am losing heavily 
each year because of iny inability to se- 
cure a sufficiency of desirable labor to 
produce all the cotton of which my lands 
are capable. JI could use to advantage 
a goOd many more negroes, but I would 
very much rather have Chinamen, because 
I am convinced, as 1 have said, of the 
far greater efficiency of that labor.

You will recall what 
Mr. D. A. Tompkins, whom we all rec- 
ognize as one of the best posted men on 
cotton conditions in the southern states, 
says about labor conditions in North 
Carolina. He shows that within the past 
few years no less than one hundred 
thousand former workers in the cotton 
fields of that state have gone to work 
in the cotton factories and the other 
mills; and he «expresses the opinion that 
the same kind of exodus has been going 
on in the other states of the south.

Moreover, to introduce 
labor into the south would be ta 
on it & problem likely to prove 
even more distressful than is the negra 
problem. The importation of Chinese 
coolie labor for the southerr plantations 
is not a feasible proposal, and it is not 
worth serious discussion. 

At the very time when these complaints 
of scarcity of agricultural labor. come 
from the southern states, and after the 
fallecy of the reasoning that the negro Is 
necessary in the production of cotton has 
been demcnstrated, there is coming in the 
greatest immigration in the history of 
this country. It is an immigration, tv», 
which is composed largely of the very 
sort of labor of which the south is se 
much in need; vet practically none of it {fs 
soing to the cotton states, and only a 
trifling part of the immigration of twenty 
millions which has come to us sinee the 
middie of the last century has gone to 
those states,

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HE state board of health will hold 
its first meeting in the senate cham- 


I ber at the capitol at 10 o'clock this 


morning. 

The important work of the first meet- 
ing will be the election of a president 
and secretary. The president will be 
chosen from among the members of the 
board, who number eleven, there being 
one from each congressiona] district. Dr. 
Willis F. Westmoreland has been most 
prominently mentioned in this connection. 

The secretary will be chosen from out- 
side the membership of the board, He 
must be a competent physician, ang will 
receive a salary of $2,000 a vyvear.. He 
will have an cSfice In the state capitol, 
and will be practically the state health 
ofiicer. Dr, H. F. Harris, the city bac- 
teriologist and a member of the faculiy 
of the Atlanta College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, is most prominently spoken 
of in connection with the secretaryship, 
and it is understood that he will be 
chosen. He is one of the ablest and 
best known bacteriologists in the south, 
and is the possessor of a splendid bac- 
tériological laboratory. 

Dr. W. W. Stewart, of Columbus, was 
named by the governor for the long 
term, expiring in 1969, in place of Dr. 
F. M. Ridley, of LaGrange, who was un- 
able to serve.
